The  White  House  announced 
controversial  plans  Wednesday  afternoon 
to  declare  a nationwide  state  of  emergency 
and  give  President  Bush  special  powers  in 
order  to  crack  down  on  terrorists  operating 
in  America. 

The  measure  would  have  to  be  approved 
by  the  Senate,  where  the  vote  is  expected 
to  be  tight.  Majority  Leader  Bill  Frist  (R, 
Tenn.)  has  said  that  the  Republicans  will 
support  “whatever  the  President  sends  my 
way.”  Democratic  Minority  Leader  Harry 
Reid,  of  the  Nevada  system,  has  vowed  to 
defeat  the  measure,  threatening  a filibuster. 

“Begun,  the  filibuster  has,”  intoned  Reid. 

Attorney  General  Alberto  Gonzalez 
defended  the  plan  as  constitutionally 
legitimate  and  within  the  scope  of  the 
Republic’s  power. 

“Under  galactic  law,  the  Senate  can  vote 
to  extend  special  emergency  powers  to  the 
Supreme  Chancellor... er... President,”  said 
Gonzalez.  “Many  presidents  have  done  this 
in  the  past,  including  Nixon,  Lincoln,  and 
Burr.  This  is  nothing  new.” 

Watchdog  groups  like  the  ACLU, 
however,  are  watching  the  Administration 
like  a watchdog.  They  are  worried  that  the 
move  will  allow  Bush  to  trample  on 
Americans’  civil  liberties,  which  they  have 
sworn  to  protect,  hence  the  name  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union. 

Constitutional  scholars  nationwide  have 
said  that  the  measure  would  effectively  make 
Bush  an  emperor,  and  violate  the  separation 
of  powers.  “A  measure  such  as  this  would 
require,  in  no  uncertain  terms,  a 
consolidation  of  the  Republic  into  the  First 
American  Empire,”  said  former  policy  insider 
Finis  Valorum.

Senator  John  Kerry,  who  saved  50  men  in 
Vietnam  and  the  Outer  Rim  Sieges,  has  come 
out  strongly  against  voting  to  give  Bush 
special  powers. 

“As  a Vietnam  and  Clone  War  veteran,  I 
cannot  support  this  measure,”  said  Kerry. 
“It’s  bantha  fodder.  It  would  violate  the 
sanctity  of  the  Senate.” 

In  a statement  to  the  press,  Bush 
responded:  “I  am  the  Senate!” 

The  President  continued;  “If  we  are  to 
defeat  our  enemies  on  the  Axis  of  Evil — 
those  on  the  Dark  Side — we  must  have 
consolidated  strength.  After  Sept.  11,  our 
anger  gave  us  focus.  But  the  War  on  Terror 
wages  on,  and  this  demands  that  I make 
quick,  rash  decisions  on  a daily  basis.  These 
emergency  powers  will  allow  me  to  do  so 
without  the  constraints  of  diplomacy  and 
democracy,”  said  Bush.  “Plus,  senators  like 
Reid  and  Kerry  are  politicians;  they  are  not 
to  be  trusted.” 


New  house  going  up 


Loyola's  Office  of  Student  Life 
approved  a proposal  last  week  granting  a 
group  of  sophomores  the  opportunity  to 
create  a new  special  interest  house  called 
“Conveniento  House.” 

Offering  a venue  for  students  with  a 
shared  interest  in  avoiding  the  hectic 
housing  process  to  come  together, 
Conveniento  House  is  Spanish  for  “A 
Farce  of  the  System  Building.” 

“I  think  Conveniento  House  is  a great 
opportunity  to  blah  blah  blah  blah  blah,” 
assistant  director  of  Student  Life  Sally 
Womansplain  said.

The  Administration  continued 
its  policy  of  repression  toward 
young  campus  artists  this  week  as 
it  formally  condemned  the 
impromptu  murals  which  have 
been  cropping  up  on  the  base  of 
the  pedestrian  foot  bridge  and 
some  campus  buildings.  The 
works  of  art  have  been  appearing 
at  irregular  intervals  on  sites 
throughout  campus  for  roughly 
the  last  month,  and  to  their  own 
chagrin  Campus  Stormtroopers 
have  been  unable  to  capture  the 
free  spirits  behind  the 
masterpieces. 

The  statement  was  issued 
yesterday  via  e-mail  by  Rev. 
Joseph  Goebbels,  S.J.,  chief  of 
Public  Relations  and  Inter- 
Campus  Harmony.  “We  will  not 
tolerate  this  kind  of  rampant 
graffiti,  as  it  undermines  the 


authority  of  the  Administration. 
From  here  onward,  all  spray  paint 
and  other  art  materials  are 
officially  contraband,  and  any 
person  caught  with  such  materials 
on  campus  will  be  savagely  beaten 
and  left  in  the  dumpsters  behind 
Newman  Towers.  If  this 
defacement  of  college  property 
continues,  then  curfews  will  be 
instituted.” 

From  an  artistic  standpoint,  the 
works  in  question  thus  far  have 
exhibited  a style  somewhere  close 
to  the  high  Modernism  of  the  New 
York  school  of  abstract 
expressionism. 

However,  they  manage  to 
incorporate  text  and  images  in 
creative  ways,  the  content  of 
which  clearly  displays  iconoclastic 
tendencies.  These  rebel  artists 
have  created  a new  synthesis  of 
ab  ex  styles  with  a postmodern 
sensibility.  The  result  can  only  be 


described  as  staggering  in  its 
impact. 

The  Administration,  however, 
persists  in  its  attempts  to  squelch 
the  ambitions  of  these  budding 
Pollocks  and  de  Koonings.  When 


asked  to  comment  on  the 
enforcement  of  these  new 
prerogatives.  Commander  of

Patsos  has  made  a habit  of 
sweating  through  the  entirety  of 
his  suit,  shirt,  jacket  and  pants 
during  every  game  this  season,  as 
well  as  several  games  last  season. 
Therefore,  in  light  of  receiving  this 
year's  drying  cleaning  bill,  the 
Athletic  Department  was  toying 
with  the  idea  of  having  Patsos 
resigning. 

Days  later,  the  bill  for  floor  repairs 
to  the  area  in  front  of  the  Loyola 
bench  at  Reitz  Arena— a result  of 
Patsos"  nonstop  running,  scuffing, 
and  jumping  on  the  sideline- 
appeared  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
College  Center.  With  the  evidence 
mounting,  Patsos’  back  was 
against  the  wall  and  his  firing 
finalized,  effective  immediately. 

In  an  official  release,  Athletic 


Director  Joe  Boylan  attributed  the 
decision  to  the  “outrageous 
surcharges  and  costs  to  the 
Athletics  budget,  as  a result  of 
Patsos’  actions  as  head  coach,  that 
we  as  an  Jesuit  institution  could 
not  justify.” 

The  statement  did  not  disclose 
exact  figures,  but  his  disapproval 
of  Patsos’  actions  were  clearly 
stated  in  Tuesday’s 
announcement. 

“Patsos  has  been  stirring  the 
pot  ever  since  he  has  been  here  at 
Loyola  with  his  crazy  antics  and 
questionable  manner  on  and  off 
the  court,”  Boylan  said.  “His 
passion  has  been  doubted,  but 
this  was  the  tipping  point— his 
Yorktown,  some  might  say— with 
the  all  of  these  side  costs  for  his 
actions.  Don’t  even  get  me  started 
on  his  glandular  problems.” 

The  Athletic  Department  will 
begin  the  search  for  a new  head 
coach  for  the  men’s  team,  and 
assistant  Brian  Blaney  will  take 
over  as  head  coach  on  an  interim 
basis. 

“I  always  told  Jimmy  that  his 
body  odor  and  distemper  were 
going  to  come  back  to  bite  him,” 
Blaney  said.  “I  never  knew  how 


great  it  would  turn  out  for  me 
though.  Thank  God  I didn’t  buy 
him  that  wholesale  box  of  Old 
Spice.” 

One  name  that  has  been 
mentioned  throughout  basketball 
circles  is  former  Loyola  and  cuixent 
Wake  Forest  coach  Skip  Prosser. 
Prosser,  whose  program  was  hit 
hard  by  the  early  departure  of  Chris 
Paul. 

Also  mentioned  are  ex- 
Cincinnati  coach  Bob  Huggins, 
former  Temple  coach/strangler 
Don  Chaney,  and  Iowa  State  party- 
boy  and  coach  Larry  Eustachy. 
Huggins,  who  was  dismissed  amid 
a DUI  scandal,  has  learned  his 
lesson  and  brings  with  him  prep 
star  O.J.  Mayo.  The  Greyhound 
isn't  really  sure  how  Chaney  is  still 
alive,  and  Eustachy  is  due. 

“Any  of  these  guys  would  be  a 
dream  for  us,”  Marty  Kelly, 
Director  of  Something  Athletic, 
said.  “At  least  Bobby  Huggins’ 
sweaters  or  Don  Chaney’s  towels 
wouldn’t  be  a hassle  to  wash.” 

Patsos  was  asked  to  give  his 
comments  to  The  Greyhound 
about  his  firing  but  refused, 
stating  he  was  too  busy  watching 
“The  Sopranos.”
